— The junta, rora- 
peaod of Jose Auguslin Arango. Tom- 
aaorlan, and Manuel Bspinoea, beld a 
meeting at 10 o'clock Thursday mora- 

iDg, all the ministers of state an 1 
councillors being present, and agreed 
nnanimouRly to ratify the canal treaty 
w soon as it is received here and au- 
Ikorlie Minister Bunau VarlUa offi- 
cially to communicate the Junta's de- 
cision to the United States govern- 
ment. 

The decision of the Junta was re 
eelTed with great Jojr throughout the 

Isthmus without distinction of partlen 
or classes. Rr. Adms. Walker and 
(ilass hav*> 1i<>< ii informed Of the ac- 
tion taken by the junta. 

Washington, Nor. 27.— OOdal con- 
llrmatlon of the determination of the 
Panama Junta to ratify the Hay-Bunaii 
Varllla Panama canal treaty was re- 
ceived by Minister Varllla at 3:30 
o'clock Thursday afternoon. Thj 
state department being ol«^ Thurs- 
day, Mr. Varllla communtetted the 
new.s informally to Mr. Looinis. who 
is acting secretary in the absence of 
Mr. Hay. The ministers dispatch Is 
m follows: 

''Panama. Nor. 2«.— Varllla, minis- 
ter plenipotentiary of the republic of 
Panama, Washington: In view of the- 
approbation given by the delegates, 
Amador and Boyd (the commissioners 
who were sent by the government of 
Panama to confer with .Mr. Varllla) to 
the Hay-buuau treaty, you are author- 
ized to notify oUlcially the government 
of the United States that as soon as 
tbo document is receired by the Junta 
«( tho gOTomment of the republic of 
Panama, it will be ratified and sign- 
al Signed J. A. Arango . Tomas 
AMas, Manuel Espinosa. Countersign- 
•d by the minister of foreign rola- 
tl«n% De La Bsprilla." 

Minister Varllla calls special at- 
tMltion to the fact that the messni;? 
received by him is signed not only 
by the members of the Junta, but alFo 
by the minister of foreign relations, 
wblch he says gives the communica- 
tion tho character of a formal docrre 
of the government. 

The action talten by the Panar-a 
Junta doubtless is due in part at least 
to the urgent representations of Min- 
ister Varllla that prompt steps be 
taken with a view to the ratification 
of the treaty as soon as ii shall reai'h 
Panama. Last Saturday the minister 
cabled a long synopsis of the treaty 
to Panama. Since that time he hui 
been In communication with the gov- 
ernment on the subjec t. 

The minister recounted with a grea?. 
deal of gratification Thursday nlglil 
the rapid progress of events since the 
birth of the new republic of Pananis 
three weeks hko, ending Thursday 
with the dci'larat ion of the Junta to 
ratify the raniuna ( .mal treaty.

This waw 
due principally to the police precau- 
tions. Both teams were heavily load- 
ed with ringers for an emergency, it 
having been agreed that "no ques- 
tion will be asked." 

Kentucky university, however, play- 
ed its regular team throughout, and 
not a man was put out of the game. 
State college lined up with "nine ring- 
ers," who were displaced six times 
by other ringers. Kentucky univer- 
sity won by a score of 17 to 0. 

Kentucky university made two 
touch-downs and a go^ in the second 
half. At least $15,000 was bet on the 
game. Attendance 5,000. 

With the defeat of the University 
of Virginia by the University of North 
Carolina Thursday Kentucky univer- 
sity claims the championship of the 
south. Kentucky unlrersity sultered 
Us only defeat from Virginia by a 
score of 6 to 0 and defeated North 
Cardina 6 to 5.

A Posse Ran It Down and iveeeetfed 

In Killing H. 

Petersburg, Ky., Nov. 27. — For sev- 
eral months a big and desperate wild 
hog has been terrorizing the inhabit- 
ants In the vicinity of Splltrock, three 
miles below hero, on the Ohio river. 
\Vf)meu have been afraid to visit, and 
.school children had to be kept home 
on account of the depredations of the 
monster. A posse of mm was organ- 
ized, armed with Winchesters,' and 
ff)und tho hog In the woods on Col. C. 
R. Herksliire's farm. The animal was 
surrounded, but made its escape after 
so badly wounding a horse belonging 
to Will Sebra that It bled to death. 
Frank Clubb, one of the posse, was 
tossed down a high embankment and 
badly hurt. Cecil Hums finally fired a 
load of buckshot Into its sitl(^ at short 
range, felling it, and it was killed by 
striking It on the head with a sledge- 
hammer. In all. 15 bullets had heen 
fired iuto Its body. It weighed nearly 
600 pounds^ 

Bovlne's Novel Experience.

Falrmount, Ky., Nov. 27.— James J. 
Payne, town marshal, was shot and 
killed on the street Thursday after- 
noon by Harry "Red" Hooper, whom 

he had under arrest as a suspect for 
a burglary committed Wednesday 
night. Hooper also fired twice at 
Alonso Thoma% who had started to 
assist the dying marshal as he lay 
on tho street, but both shots missed. 
Hoo|)er, after killing the marshal, 
moved slowly down the street, holding 
back the gathering crowd with his 
revolver, and, reaching the edge of 
town, started toward Van Buren. or- 
dering no one to follow him under 
penalty of death. News of the tragedy 
spread rapidly, and stores were closrU 
that men might orgmiin the chaee 
which at once began. Armed business 
men pressed available vehicles into 
h:ervi(c and started to surround au'i 
kill Hooper, who was released from 
the penitentiary last May after serv- 
ing two years for burglary. Others 
quietly pk pared for a lynching, If 
Hoop<'r sliouiil be brought back. Ii 
seems certain that If caught Hooper 
will die In his tracks or by mob law 
here. The chase has been going on 
all afteraoon. Reports have come in 
several times that Hooper had Ijeen 
surrounded, but had escaped again. 
Great excitement prevails here, and 
news of the chase has been eagerly 
awaited by the entire population. 

Marshal Payne lived but three 
minutes after being shot. He and 
Deputy Armstrong bad arrested Hoop- 
er and had walked three squaros to- 
ward the Jail with him wlien he etOD- 
ped suddenly. Jumped back, and, draw- 
ing a revolver, announced that he 
would go no further. The oftUers re- 
treated a few feet, but. Marshal Payne 
advanced toward Hooper to again ar 
rest him, when he was shot in his 
tracks. The marshal was a popular 
officer. 

All of tho pursuers of Hooper have 
returned except the party containing 
Sheriff Mills and hie deputy, Williams, 
and Capt. George, of the Marion po- 

li(e force. Thci others searched till 
dark and returned. It Is reported 
that Arrell Payne, a nephew of the 

dead man, flred at Hooper as he cross- 
ed the railroad. He got away. It is 

said three pursuers (ame in slight of 
Hooper at one place and be drove 
them back with, his ravolver and got 
away.

» m^nuts, crashed over a precipice on 
the mountain side. He escaped injury. 

These spectacular events occurreJ 
at the third annual contest gl\ien 
under the auspices of the Automobile 
club of New Jersey. Mr. VanderUlt'd 
time was 1 minute 36% seconds. The 
best prevlou.s record for gasoline ve- 
hicles was 2 minutes 15 seconds, mado 
by O. P. Nestmau last year, and for 
atcam vehicles, 2 minutes 43 seconds, 
made by W. J. Stewart two years ago. 
The course Is approximately one mile 
from tjie start of the prade to the 
finish at the top. The average grade 
of the bill is eight per cent. The 
Steepest, near the top. Is estimated at 
from 15 to 17 per cent. Mr. Vander- 
bilt had three competitors, the event 
being the lifth on the pro^;raul. In 
the seventh event Mr. l.aRoche ex 
perienced the accident that came near 
costing him his life.
